Chicago, Dec. 4.— Without .refer­ 
ring by name to the Leagued af N a ­ 
tions, the world court or any other 
form 
of 
international 
machinery, 
President Coolidge today 
made 
a 
s t r a i g h t a w a y appeal for sympathetic 
co-operation with other nations as 
the one firm foundation for the coun­ 
try ’s well-being. 
Speakin g at a luncheon of the Chi­ 
cago Commercial Club the President 
asserted that Just as 
the 
common 
prosperity of agriculture and Industry 
In this country depended upon their 
mutual good relations so did the con- 
t<nued prosperity of the United States 
depend upon co-operation with other 
nations. 
“ We cannot expect In 
the 
long 
course of events to 
maintain 
our 
country on a permanent level of gen­ 
eral well-being far above that of oth­ 
er people,” said Mr. Coolidge. 
“ I am profoundly impressed with 
the fact that the structure of modern 
society is essentially a unity, destined 
to stand or fall as such. 
“ At the last those of us who are 
partners in the supreme service of 
building and bettering our civiliza­ 
tion, must go up or go down, must 
succeed or fail together in our one 
common enterprise, 
“ We can no more assure perman­ 
ent and stable peace without co-oper­ 
ation among nations than we could 
assure victory in war without allies 
am ong them.” 
President Coolidge was careful to 
avoid committing his advocacy of in­ 
ternational co-operation to a specific 
international legal machinery, either 
existent or contemplated. 
“ I would not have you mistake my 
meaning,” he pointed out. 
“ I should 
never advocate the sacrifice of any 
part of our prosperity because of 
the vague hope that in following in­ 
discriminate impulses of kindness we 
might help some who are in worse 
condition than ourselves. 
“ Nor would I sacrifice our indepen­ 
dence or freedom of action. 
I do not 
believe we are stron g enough or any 
people was ever stro n g enough to ever 
do any permanent good in the world, 
through selfish, undirected, u n o rgan ­ 
ized generosity. 
‘We can only help those who will 
help themselves.

prosperity of agric ulture and industry 
in th i s country depended upon their 
m u tu a l good relations so did the con­ 
tinued prosperity of the United States 
depend upon co-operation w ith other 
nations. 
“ We cannot expect in 
the 
long 
course of events to 
m a inta in 
our 
country on a perm anent level of g e n ­ 
eral well-being far above th a t of o th ­ 
er people,” said Mr. Coolidge. 
“ I am profoundly impressed w ith 
the fact th a t the stru ctu re of modern 
society is essentially a unity, destined 
to stand or fall as such. 
“ At the last those of us who are 
pa rtn e rs in the supreme service of 
building and b ettering our civiliza­ 
tion, m ust go up or go down, must 
succeed or fail together in our one 
common enterprise. 
“ We can no more assure p e rm a n ­ 
ent and stable peace without co-oper­ 
ation am ong nations th a n we could 
assure victory in w ar w ith o u t allies 
am ong them .” 
P resident Coolidge was careful to 
avoid com m itting his advocacy of in­ 
ternational co-operation to a specific 
international legal machinery, either 
existent or contemplated.

o ’clock in the afternoon.

day. 
however, a.s the city nurse Miss Kula 
Michael, reports that 
125 
women 
were vaccinated this morning. 
Tile 
ladies of the N orthwestern Hospital 
H ea lth Service Society are assisting 
the nurse and the physicians in the 
w o rk by preparing th e patien t for 
vaccination and applying th e b a n d ­ 
age afterw ard. 
These 
ladies 
also 
made the bandages 
at 
a 
special 
m eeting of their society last week. 
Miss Michael reports 
th a t 
there 
are a great many 
children 
under 
school age who are being brought to 
the free clinics in the city hall for 
vaccination. 
They must be accom­ 
panied by one of the parents to re ­ 
ceive the treatm ent. 
In addition to the m any who are 
being vaccinated at the clinic, there 
were 757 children so treated at the 
public schools on last Monday and 
Tuesday, says the city 
and 
school 
nurse, and m an y railway employees 
have been vaccinated previous to the 
free offer, so t h a t it is felt th a t the 
city will have been pretty well cov­ 
ered by the time the free tre a tm e n t 
period has expired. 
T here will be no vaccinating done 
on Saturday, but it will be resumed 
Monday for four days next week.

Com­ 
pare that with Minnesota's illiteracy 
rate of 1.8 per cent. 
Or take Missis­ 
sippi. which exploits 25 per cent of 
ifs child pollution and has an il­ 
literacy rate of 17.2 per cent. 
If a 
considerable percentage of the people 
of Rhode Island and Mississippi aud 
other states are illiterate, Minnesot i 
will reap a share of the resulting 
harvest of ignorance, 
for

of ten and fifteen in industry and a g ­ 
ricultu re in our country.

STANDARD rules are needed on the highways, standard for 
this state as well as any other state. 
Hundreds of railroads op­ 
erate with standard rules and similar standardization should rule 
on the highways. 
It would be odd to have an engineer, fireman and conductor 
on a train leave Minnesota and drop their code of running a train 
and take up a new set of rules when passing through Wisconsin. 
This situation, as it regards the highways of the nation, has 
been sensed by Secretary Hoover who has called a conference in 
Washington on December 15, Hi and 17. On those days sugges­ 
tions made by the Committee on Traffic Control of the National 
Conference on Street and Highway Safety will be considered by 
the body. 
These suggestions embrace standard rules governing 
the conduct of travelers on the highways; uniform speed regula­ 
tion aimed primarily at reckless driving; and examination and 
licensing of all motor vehicle operators, with a ban on the men­ 
tally and physically unfit as well as persons under 16 years of 
age who cannot read English. 
Other recommendations made include these: 
That speed regulations should be directed primarily ai reck­ 
less driving and should bo uniform throughout the country. That 
communities should be empowered to fix speed limit z o n e s , but 
should be required to mark the lioundaries of such zones plainly; 
and should Ie* prohibited from establishing a speed limit lower 
than IS miles per hour. Speed in an excess of 86 miles per hour 
in rural areas should be considered prima facie reckless, and the 
burden of proof of its reasonableness should rest upon the* opera­ 
tor. 
That overtaking moving vehicles on sharp curves, approach­ 
ing Hillcrest s, at intersections or at railroad crossings should be 
prohibited. 
That pal king should not be permitted where it will oRdkfifer 
or seriously impede moving trallk* or prevent reasonable Access 
to the sidewalk for loading or unloading of vehicles. 
This will 
prohibit the parking or stopping of cars on any part of the trav­ 
eled portion of a rural highway. 
That a single cautionary signal made by extending the arm 
well outside the vehicle is recommended as to a more complex 
code. 
’ 
# 
That vehicles should not be permitted to exceed a speed of 
15 miles per hour when approaching within IOO feet of a Railroad 
crossing. 
That in cities pedestrians should be required to keep within 
the boundaries of 
designated safety zones and crossing places. 
That motorists should be required to afford pedestrians safe and 
dignified use of such safety zones and crossing places. 
That reckless driving and other flagrant disregard of Hic 
rights of others by any user of the streets or highways 
should 
be vigorously and unceasingly prosecuted. 
All persons operating a motor vehicle should be properly 
licensed. Such licenses should be issued by a state department or 
division having entire administration of the motor vehicle law 
as its exclusive duty; with lull authority to refuse a license, to 
suspend or revoke a license already issued for any reason deemed 
sufficient. 
Before granting such licenses the applicant's ability 
to operate a motor vehicle safely should be determined by ascer­ 
taining his physical and mental fitness, knowledge of the law, and 
by requiring an actual demonstration. 
Persons under 16 years 
of age or who cannot ready English should not be permitted to 
operate a motor vehicle.

One of tue most cheerful things the American Game Protec­ 
tive Association has to report lately, writes Peter Carney, is the 
number of letters on conservation subjects it has received from 
young b o y s. 
it shows conclusively that ideas of conservation and 
better sportsmanship are gaining a tremendous grip in this coun­ 
try. 
The boys of today are the ones who tomorrow will have a 
say in the making of our laws. If they are thoroughly acquainted 
now with the dangers threatening our fish and game, they will 
not grow up to be the sort of “hard-shells” who must be taught 
decent conservation with the aid of a club; in fact, on some of 
the hard-shells an axe wouldn’t do any good. 
The association also gets each month more letters from va­ 
rious individuals who are interested in having wild-life conserva 
lion taught in tile schools. 
Tnt- association has recently received 
communications on this subject from Massachusetts, Wisconsin, 
New Mexico and Virginia. Why isn’t it perfectly feasible to teach 
conservation in the schools? 
Just an hour or two a week devoted to teaching conservation 
subjects a s a regular part of school work would make a tremen­ 
dous difference in the wild-life situation in this country ten QI 
fifteen years from now, Of course, this matter would have to be 
handled by the individual states, Hut there is little doubt that a 
determined effort on the part of the sportsmen and conservation­ 
ists would influence every state to a proper recognition of the 
matter. 
A great deal can also be done through those splendid 
organizations, the Boy and Girl Scouts.

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WHY i TRADE 
S t a n d a r d rules are needed on the highways, standard for 
this state as well as any other state. 
Hundreds of railroads op­ 
erate with standard rules and similar standardization should rule 
on the highways. 
It would be odd to have an engineer, fireman and conductor 
on a train leave Minnesota and drop their code of running a train 
and take up a new set of rules when passing through Wisconsin. 
This situation, as it regards the highways of the nation, has 
been sensed by Secretary Hoover who has called a conference in 
Washington on December 15, 16 and 17. On those days sugges­ 
tions made by the Committee on Traffic Control of the National 
Conference on Street and Highway Safety will be considered by 
the body. 
These suggestions embrace standard rules governing 
the conduct of travelers on Hie highways; uniform speed regula­ 
tion aimed primarily at reckless driving; and examination and 
licensing of all motor vehicle operators, with a ban on the men­ 
tally and physically unfit as well as persons under 16 years of 
age who cannot read English. 
Other I ©commendations made include these: 
That speed regulations should be directed primarily at reck­ 
less driving and should be uniform throughout the country, Thai 
communities should be empowered to fix speed limit zones, but 
should be required to mark the boundaries of such zones plainly; 
and should be prohibited from establishing a speed limit lower 
than 16 miles per hour. Speed in an excess of 35 miles per hour 
in rural areas should be considered prima facie reckless, and the 
burden of proof of its reasonableness should rest upon the opera­ 
tor. 
That overtaking moving vehicles on sharp curves, approach­ 
ing hillcrests, at intersections or al railroad crossings should be, 
prohibited. 
f 
That parking should not be permit ted where it will er.dlitiger 
or seriously impede moving traffic or prevent reasonable access 
to the sidewalk for loading or unloading of vehicles. 
This will 
prohibit the parking or stopping of cars on any part of the trav­ 
eled portion of a rural highway, 
That a single cautionary signal made by extending the arm 
well outside the vehicle is recommended as to a more complex 
code.

That vehicles should not be permitted to exceed a speed of 
15 miles per hour when approaching within IOO feet of a Railroad 
crossing. 
That in cities pedestrians should be required to keep within 
the boundaries of designated safety zones and crossing places. 
That motorists should be required to afford pedestrians sale and 
dignified use of such safety zones and crossing places. 
That reckless driving and other flagrant disregard of the 
rights of others by any user of the streets or highways should 
be vigorously and unceasingly prosecuted. 
All persons operating a motor vehicle should be properly 
licensed. Such licenses should be issued by a state department or 
division having entire administration of the motor vehicle law 
as its exclusive duty; with full authority to refuse a license, to 
suspend or revoke a license already issued for any reason deemed 
sufficient. 
Before granting such licenses the applicant’s ability 
to operate a motor vehicle safely should be determined by ascer­ 
taining his physical and mental fitness, knowledge of the law, and 
by requiring an actual demonstration. 
Persons under 16 years 
of age or who cannot ready English should not be permitted to 
operate a motor vehicle.

Just an hour or two a week devoted to teaching conservation 
subjects as a regular part ot school work would make a tremen­ 
dous difference in the wild-life situation in this country ten or 
fifteen years from now. Of course, this matter would have to be 
handled by the individual states, but there is little doubt that a 
determined effort on the part of the sportsmen and conservation­ 
ists would influence every state to a proper recognition of the 
matter. 
A great deal can also be done through those splendid 
organizations, the Boy and Girl Scouts.

SOUTH AND WEST F.B. ON PAR WITH EAST PEQIIOT TO 


PLAY LOCALS 
B y H e n r y L . F a r r e l l 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York. Dec, 4.—Comparison of scores made in intersectional football 
can’t be accepted as a means of judgir g tile quality of football played in the 
various sections of the country. 
Very few Kames are arranged where a re p ­ 
resentative team of the East meets a team that represents the best football 
from the West or South. 
From a few games that were played this season, it was shown that the 
best football in the South is about as good as the best football in the Middle* 
west, and that the best teams in the Middle-west are as good, if not better, 
than the star Eastern teams. 
Take the case of Notre Dame for an example: 
Notre Dame defeated Army and Princeton in the East. 
The Army tied 
a fine Yale team and Yale tied a great Dartmouth eleven that shared with 
Yale the best claim to an Eastern championship. 
No Eastern team did so well in inter-sectional competition against South­ 
ern and Middlewestern football, although Notre Dame’s victory over Georgia 
Tech could not be taken as a victory over the South, because Georgia Tech 
was not the best team in tin* South. 
The best showings made by Southern teams were Georgia’s teat in hold­ 
ing a powerful Yale team to a 7 to ti score. 
That early season game might 
indicate that Georgia, one of the strongest of the Southern learns, was on a 
par with Yale, one of the strongest Eastern teams. 
If they had played later 
in the season when both teams were better developed, Georgia might have 
done just as well or a little better. 
Vanderbilt’s victory over the Minnesota team that had stopped the great 
lied Grange and beaten Illinois, was the big achievement of Southern foot­ 
ball, because the two teams were representative of their sections, even if 
they weren’t considered the best learns in their territory. 
The tabulation of the more important intersectional games shows that 
Eastern teams won ten out of fourteen games from Middle-western teams,
